The Ufe and Defign of this, is for the Epcou 
ragement of Wit, the Eorettainmenc of the La- 
dies, &c. for the Reprefentations, or Mifrepre- 
fentations of Vice, for the Encouragement of 
Vertue; and, in thort, to Contribute to the 
Exceeding Reformation of our Manners. 

; he Dimentions of this Noble Pile, its Beau- 
“ty, its Scupendious Height, the Ornament and 
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Magnificence of its Building, are Demonfirati« 
ons of the Great Zeal of our Nobility and Gen- 
try, to the Encouragement of Learning, and ~ 
the Suppreffing Vice and Immorality. - 
What tho’ the Founders of this Struéture may 
Coraplain of Deficient Funds for the Compleat-. 
ing the Building, and that fome Gentlemens 
Names ftand to the Roll, whofe Money. has not 
yet Encreafed the Bank, and that there may be 
fome-Ground for the following Notes ?. 


The. Fabrick’s Finifh’d, and the Builder’s part — 
Has fhown the Refurmatioa of his Art. é

Opinion, as to think it isan Unlawful Aéti- 
on, either in the Player’s Ading, or the Per- 
fon’s Séeing a Play, if it could be Abftratted 
from all the Unhappy Circumftances that attend 
our Theaters.

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Nor am I foangry at the Gentlemen Con- 
cern’d in our Theaters, either as Posts, or 


Actors; I know ’tis the Tafte of the Town, that. 


wil have every thing mix’d with fomething Vi- 
cious, or will not be pleas'd wich it. D-——-" 
a Sober Dog, 4 Serious Phiy w like @ Game at 
Nothing, and away they go 3 {o that, in fhort, 
to Reform the Stage,: would be not ro Build it 
up, but to pull-ic down ; ‘and if-nothing but 
Reprefentations of Vertue, and Decrying Vice, 
fhould be the Dull Subjea, the Wit would be 
loft, and the Labour too, and afl the Players 
and Puets would bc flarv’d. 

But, Gentlemen and Ladies, if: you would 
have a Reformation in the Playhoufe, you 
muft Reform your Tafte of Wit, and let the 
Poet fee, you can Retifh a-Play, tho’ there be 
neither Bawdy, nor Blafphemy in it. . 

If you find any foul Stuif, tho. wrap’d upin 
never (o Clean Linen, Hifs it off the Scage, and 
fhow your Refentment at ie, by that: Blaft 
whichtke Breath of an Anditory can giveit. 

If you find a Poet Infulting Heaven, by way 
of i piine Vrophanenefs, Bantering Vertue, 
to Difcourage Vice, Speaking Biafphemy witha 
Grace, to Difcountenance Ixreligion, and Talx- 
ing B—dy, to (et off your Modefty. Let che 
Impotent Buffoon know, by your Contempt of 
his rude Effay, that your Judgment is no more 
to be Impos’d upon, than your Senfes 5 and 
that you can Diftinguifh the Performance from 
the Pretences. 

If this weredone, Players would be Diftin- 
guiih’d by the Company; ata Lewd Light En- 
tertainment, you would have no Body come, 
that have been ufed to Blufhing 5 and at a No- 
ble Sublime Piece of Wit, and True Invention, 
you would have Faces that never were fecn there 
before. 

Cuftom and Habit would bring Vertue into 
liking, and a Performance full of Inftraétion, 
and pointed with True Satyr, at every Thing 
Vicious, would beevery Jot as Entertaining, as 
Farce full of Lewd and Vicious Emblems, Emp- 
tyand Profane Similies. 

This would Reform the Stage to your Hands, 
and you would find the Gentlemen of the Stage, 
are only Occafional Conformifts to Vice, be- 
caufe they fee you require it as Tradefmen, that 
eae thofe Goods to Market that will Sell 
beft. 
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1 cannot be without fo much Charity for 


our Plavers, as to believe this of them; they 
canaot be Men of Aétion, without being Men 
of Sence; and as they are the latter, they could 
not but be as well pleafed with what was Clean, 
Handfome, and well Perform’d, when it came 
from the pure Channel of Honour and Vertue,

as from the Black Stygia. Lake of Naftinefs — 


and Corruption. 

The Standard of Wit would thus be altered, 
we fhould have no Ii] Plays Wrote, becaufe 
they would pleafe no Body ; the Players would 

ot Ad them, becaufe no Body would come to 
ee themi 3 the Bookfellers would not Print 
them, becaufe no Body would Buy- 

In,fhort, the Errors of the Stage, lie all in 
the Audiczory ; the-Ators, and the -Poets, are 
their Humble Servants, and being good Judges 
of what will pleale, are fore’d to Write and At 
with all che Aggravations and Exceff<s poffible, 
that they may not be Undone and Ruin’d, lofe 
‘both their Reputation and their Employ- 
ments. 

So eafiea Thing would it be to Reform the 
Stage; fo foon would a Mode of Vertue Ruiog 
all the Manufaéture of Vice in the Nation. 

T had not Defign’d to Introduce this into the 
World in fo fhort. an Abridgmeat, but that I 
find the firft Prologue at the Opening our New 
Houfe Publifh’d this Day, in which 1 owna 
great deal of Wit, but fo firmly built upon the 
Old Foundation of Vice and Prophanenefs, 
that I cannot Imagine, bet it is an Eternal 
sana upon the Auditory, to be pleas’d 
With it. 

Comparing the Building to the Introduction 
of the World, and the Poet to the Creator, is: 
Prophane, without Excufe: I confefs, to fay 
that Cathedrals and Churches were built from 
the Ages Ignorance, and brisging it down to 
this Age thus ; 

And Stages Thrive, as Churches did before. 
¥s Clenching a Jef upon themfelyes; and I 
joya with the Poet, thac che Thriving of che 
Stage, is from the Ages Ignorance, -efpecially 
while Unreform'd aod Prophane.
